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Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections. 
Applicant notes that, regarding the Examiner's question as to how a shorter car helps the time or 
distance between two cities, that with cars that are half as long, twice as many cars can be on the 
highway, bumper-to-bumper between the start and destination as with longer cars, and thus, for 
example, twice as many cars can travel the distance at a given speed in a given time as is possible 
with the cars that are twice as long. Similarly, twice the number of trays will travel the distance 
between stations when they travel parallel to the short dimension, with trays that are twice as 
long as wide. Applicant's claims clearly recite this patentable difference. Further, the Examiner 
has not cited any art or reason why a flipper that placed the items back into the same initial tray 
would be obvious. 

In compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.191, Applicant hereby appeals to the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences from the decision dated April 15, 2003, of the Examiner rejecting 
claims 3-10, 12-21, 27-30, 37-40 and 42 of the above-identified patent application. 

No extension of time is necessary to respond to theExaminer's rejection. 
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Reconsideration an allowance of the claims is respectfully requested. Our check in the 
ount of $ 160.00 is enclosed to pay the Notice of Appeal fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 7(b).
